TO REDUCE COST OF LAW. 


Chicago Plans to Have Court 
Without Lawyers. 


Chicago, January 1.—A court of con- 
venience—a court without lawyers, 
where the people may plead their own 
cases, will be established here late in 
January as a branch of the municipal 
court, Chief Justice Harry Olson an- 
nounced today. Its aim will be to 
simplify justice and reduce the cost of 
“going to law.” 

“The object of the new court will be 
to make litigation less expensive,” 
Judge Olson said. ‘No lawyers will be 
needed to obtain justice. The com- 
Plainant will present his own case and 
the defendant will voice: his own de- 
fense. 

“Technicalities wtf] be eliminated 
from decisions and much injustice may 
be averted. Under the present system 
both parties are obliged to retain law- 
vers.”" 

The court will at first consider cases 
in which amounts less than $50 are 
involved. Later its cases wil] be broad- 
ened when other branches are estab-

Poincare Predicts 


That War WillEnd 
During Year 1915 


President of France Makes 
Statement at Reception 
Given to Foreign 
Diplomats. 


Paris, January 1.—Prediction that 


1915 would see the end of the war was 
made by President Poincare in an ad- 
dress today to foreign diplomats who 
went to the Palace of the Elysee to pre- 
sent New Year’s congratulations. 

“I.do not doubt that next year, at 
this traditional reception, we shall cel- 
ebrate establishment of a beneficent 
peace,” said the president. 

The British ambassador, Sir Francis 
Bertie, as dean of the diplomatic corps, 
Presented the congratulations of his 
collesgues and himself. In his address 
Sir Francis remarked that the diplo- 
present comprised “representa- 
tives, of the nations fighting at the side 
of France, and of other nations where 
on neutrality imposes apecial duties 
In this grave crisis.” 

American Ambassador Sharp was 
among those present. He was accom- 
panied by three former ministers who 
are aiding him in the arduous tasks of 
the embassy during the war—John W. 
Garrett, H. Percival] Dodge and John G. 
Coolidge. 

Four secretaries of the American em- 
bassy, Robert W. Bliss, Arthur WU. Fra- 
zier, Arthur Orr and Louis A. Suss- 
dorf, Jr. Major Spencer Cosby, the 
military attache, and Lieutenant Com- 
mander William F. Brickar, the naval 
attache, also attended. 

President Poincare exchanged New 
Year's greetings by telegraph. with 
General Joffre, the kings of Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium and Servia and the Em- 
peror of Russia.

depression was at its worst. With a 
larger movement of cotton there will 
come an increased demand for mer- 
chandise of all kinds in the south and 
a general revival of business. 

“Southern farmers are meeting the 
situation confronting them by plan- 
ning to reduce the acreage of cotton 
planted in 1915, and to devote the land | 
thus released from cotton to other} 
crops and to live stock. Statistics of! 
the United States department of agri-| 
culture and reports of the agricultural] 
agents of the Southern Railway com- 
pany show substantial increases in the 
acreage planted in fall grains in every 
southern state, and the prospects are 
that a larger acreage of corn will be 
planted in the spring. 

“With a smaller 
southern farmers will be assured of a 
better price for the crop of 1915, and 
for that part of the crop of 1914 which 
must be carried over, and, with a 
larger production of grain, they will 
profit from the inevitable European de- 
mand, resulting from the withdrawal 
of millions of men and draft animals 
from agriculture in the ceuntries which 
are at war.”
